MEMORANDUM ON THE "COUNCIL OF UNITED RUSSIAN PUBLIC ORGANIZATION 
AT SHANGHAI" (*®SORO*). 


fhe establishing of the Russian emigrants organization 
known as the “Council of United Russian Public Organization at 
Shanghai*® (®soRO*) was an outcome of the so-called re-unification 
movement in the local Russian community which was started in 
October 1931 following the death of Mr. Ve. Fe Grosse, Chairman 
of the “Russian Emigrants Committee". 

It will be recalled that since 1920 when the —"t 
Russian Consulate-General in Shanghai was closed by a decree of 
the Chinese Government, Mr. Grosse, former Russian Consul-General, 
continued to remain in charge of the interests of the local 
Russian comnunity on the post of the Assistant Commissioner of 
the Bureau for Russian Affairs which was established by the 
Chinese Authorities in the premises of the Russian Consulate- 
General, No. 1 Whangpoo Road. In 1924 following the recognition 
by China of the Government of Soviet Russia the Bureau for 
Russian Affairs was closed and the building of the former j 
ross ian Consulate-General was handed over by the Chinese 
authorities to representatives of the Soviet Government. 
Mr. Grosse then established, in co-operation with 
representatives of local Russian organizations, a public body 
under the name of the “Committee for Defense of Rights of Russian 
Enigrants®. In L926 5 however, the authority of Ure Grosse to 

represent the local Russian. community was chaliengea by a group 

b; a Russian organizations. as 6 result of this disagreement 
Tie @rdsse sappos sed wt his followers formed. another pubiie . 
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The opposing faction of the Russian community in 
Shanghai was represented by the "Committee for Defense of Rights 
ef Russian Emigrants” of which Mr. Ne I. Iwanoff, former consular 
judge, was the Chairman. In 1929 this body was dissolved and 


its functions handed over to an organization entitlea the “Russian | 


National Community* of which Captain N. Ye Fomin was elected 
Chairman. Organizations under this name were established in 
several towns in the Far East by supporters of General Horvath 
whom the late Grand Duke Nicolas appcinted the Head of Russian 
Emigrants in the Far East. 

Both the "Russian Emigrants Committee" and the 
“Russian National Community® were instituted with the object 
of carrying out similar functions. Although the former body 
undoubtedly predominated, this state of affairs could not be 
considered either satisfactory or normal. 

Qn October 23, 1931, at a meeting of the Russian 
Juridieal Society the situation in the Russian community in 
connection with the death of Mr. Grosse was discussed and it 
Was unanimously resolved to recommend that the legal paint 
tation of the Russian community should rest with a special 
neutral body which will take charge of the work of registration 
of the Russian community, render legal assistance, issue and ‘ 
certify documents, certificates of birthg, deaths etc. Tile 
resolution was communicated to all existing Russian public 
organizations in Shanghai and published in the local foreign 
and Russian press. ; 3 ;

@ preliminary agreement had been reached between the two opposing 

factions. A committee was then elected to compile the plan of 

the constitution of the body as well as the order of its elections. 
However, after several meetings of the committee it 

became evident that the representatives of the two rival organi- 

zations could not agree on certain points and, consequently, 


negotiations were broken off, following which the “Russian 


National Commmity" decided to carry on the work of unification 


in co-operation with the so-called *third element" - organizations 
and individuals who did not belong to either of the two organiza- 
tions referred to abovwéee On January 17, 1932, representatives 
of the organizations supporting this scheme held a meeting during 
the course of which it was decided to call the new organization 
“The Council of United Russian Public Organization at Shangaai", 
and a set of regulations was submitted and approvede The : 
following were then elected members of the Presidium of the

Paragraph 3 of the “Regulations and Bye-Laws for the 
Council of United Russian Public Organization at Shanghai" reads

®The Council adheres in furtherance of its 
“objects and aims to the laws of the present 
“Republic of China as well as to the 
"administrative and municipal regulations 
"in force in the International Settlement 
"and French Concession of Shangkai®, 

In accordance with the above, a petition was submitted 
to the Chinese authorities on June 50, 1952, requesting their 
permission for the establishment and registration of the "Council 
of United Russian Public Organization at Shanghai". This petition 
was signed by 34 members of the council and was forwarded through 
the medium of Dr. John C.H.Wu (Adviser to the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and legal adviser of "SORO") to the Executive Committee 
of the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters. 

On August 4, 1952, a reply was received from the local 
Kuomintang Headquarters to the effect that permission for the 
registration of the new body had been granted, 

Taking into consideration that some of the regulations 
gowerning the activity of Chinese public organizations are not 
applicable within the territories of the foreign settlements and 
may hinder the activity of the "Council of United Russian Public 
Organization", the legal adviser of the Council applied to the 
same authorities for a special certificate of registration. In 
a reply dated October 6, 1952, the Executive Committee of the ; 
Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters informed the. 


. petitioners that pending the promiigation by the Contrad Comnd tt 
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concerned*, was published in the "Chen Pao", organ of the 

Kuomintang, the "Min Pao" and the "Shun Pao" s- 
“fhe United Russian Organization in Shanghai 
hereby notifies the public of the followings- 
Since some time recently the abovementioned 
organization has been preparing for its formal 
inauguratione At present, in compliance with 
and by virtue of orders of the Shanghai Special 
District Kuomintang Headquarters, dated August 
4 and October 8, 1932 respectively, granting 
permission for the establishment (inauguration), 
@ general meeting will be held at 4 pem. on 
Sunday Nowember 6 at No.39 Avenue Edward VII 
for the purpose of the formal inauguration of 
this organization. The public is hereby 
specially notified". 

Considering that the registration with the Chinese 
Authorities has introduced the Council into a new phase of its 
activity, and with a view to facilitating the unification of all 
Russian organizations in Shanghai into this.body, the presidium 
of the Council decided to resign from office and to invite all 
organizations, which did not belong to the "SORO® group, to send 
representatives to the meeting on November 6 for the purpose of 
election of a new presidium ig accordance with the statute of 
“SORO®, A notification to this effect was published in local 
Russian newspapers on October 20. 

On November 6, at a meeting attended by 37 of the 
total number of 54 members of the “Council of United Russian 
Public Organization", the formal inauguration of this body took 
place, whereupon the followjng persons were elected into the 
presidiuas-

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In compliance with Chinese law the minutes of this 
meeting together with the statute of the new organization were 
we submitted to the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Head- 
quarters and to the Bureau of Social Affairs of the Municipality 
of Greater Shanghai to be recorded in the registers of these 
institutions. 

The significance of the registration of “SORO* with 
the Chinese authorities was explained by Mr. A. M. Kotenev as 
followss= 

1. The registration of public organizations in China, other 
than commercial and charitable, is a prerogative of the 
Supreme Power which at present belongs to the Kuomintang 
and its organs. Thus, the permission for registration 
granted to "SORO", as an act of the Supreme Power of the 
country, is therefore final and conclusive. 

2. By the fact of registration with the Chinese authorities 
®BORO" has acquired the full rights of a public body with 
officially recognised legal status, The Russian community 
in Shanghai is now represented not by one or several 
individuals, but by an institution - to which aim the 
community’s aspirations have been directed at all times. 

Se The Russian commmity has acquired an organ with notary 
functions. | Every document issued by the Council in 
conformity with the Chinese lars and within the Council's 
competence, has the force of an official document, of 
which the eet ial and lawfulness can be disputed only 
in courtse. * 

4. The responsibi2ity of the presidium, of the Council and 
of its exscutive officers for. their aka 4s the. same as 

the responsibility of public officers tor sate'gone. m- | 
their -ofkieter capecttny, re a 
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and of Mr. A. M. Kotenev in particular aroused much comment 

and adverse criticism on the part of the opposing group of 

the local Russian community represented by the “Russian Emigrants 

Committee", which may be briefly summarised as followss- 

1. The "formally inaugurated" "SORO"® is another attempt on 
the part of one and the same group of unprincipled 
politicians to mislead the local Russian community by 
staging an institution of a quasi-public character. : 
Since 1925 when this group challenged the authority of 
Mr. V. F. Grosse, former Russian Imperial Consul in 
Shanghai, to represent the Russian community, three 
similar attempts have proved complete failuress- "The 
Committee for the Defence of Rights and Interests of 
Russian Community", "The Russian National Community® 
and "SORO® - all these ventures were started off with 
a@ great display of pomp but all died a natural death 
owing to their uselessness. 
2. After a period of over seven years of activity this «| 

group has littie, if anything at all, to show as regards 
thereal work for the benefit of the community. With 


the exception of the military group which joined "SORO® 
owing to some misunderstanding, not a single political 
or public organization conducting real work, supports 
this group. On the other hand, the negative results 
of their activity for the past seven years are enormous. 
Pirst - desintegration of the. community carried out toe 
the limits, and then its ®unification® into "SORO", not 
the o1d “SORO*, but another one - with a whip of a fareign | 
political party as the “unifying. element*, . | 
. Be &t the present moment of the national crisis in China |

4. Russian community in Shanghai although divided into 
various organizations has always been loyal towards the 
Chinese authorities. Russian organizations here followed 
the old traditionsj of Russian public bodies. Above them 
is the Chinese jurisdiction and municipal regulations and 
bye-laws. Quite of a sudden Kotenev - a small municipal 
employee and an insignificant person in the past, started 
@ political game on a “big scale" and endeavours to 
complicate the situation for the Russian Smannday as 
well as for the Chinese authorities by his attempt to 
wield power over the Russian community at the hands of 
the Kuomintang - a game fraught with very serious and 
dangerous consequences for those who will allow themselves 
to be misled by the selfish policy of Mr. Kotenev and Co. 
What if the left, pro-communist wing of the Kuomintang 
will come to power? 
Pollowing somebody’s instructions, a group of irresponsible 
persons endeavour to lead the Russian community somewhere 
without first asking their consent", . 

‘On April 30, 1933, Mr. A. M. Kotenev tendered his 
resignation as chairman ‘of the “Council of United Russian. Public 
Organization" because of his duties. in the Shanghai Municipal 

Council. Dr. 8. NM. Shendrikoff, vice-chairman, was authorised |

. Qn June I, 2935, Drs Ghendrikoff forwarded to the

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that "SORO* is the only one legally instituted Russian public 

body at Shanghai entitled to perform acts enumerated in Art.13 

of these Regulations. In view of this DreShendrikoff requested 
that instructions be issued by the Commissioner to all subordinate 
departments and officers that in all cases where Russian 

emigrants are required to produce formal identification papers 

etc. they must produce same certified or registered by "*SORO*, 

According to our information similar letters were 
addressed to various authorities and consulates in Shanghai. 

Reference to the Art.13 of the Regulations in question 
shows that Dr. Shendrikoff's letter raises the same issue which 
has been the subject of controversies between "SORO® and the 
"Russian Emigrants Coimittee®, namely - which of the two 
organizations should be recognised as the only body representing 
the Russian community in Shanghai. 

The expression "legally instituted" evidently implies 
the fact that ®soROo® is registered with the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Municipality of Greater Shanghai as well as that 
*®SORO® is a body properly elected by the Russian community in 
Shanghai, while the Russian Emigrants Conmittee is considered 
by them as a self-appointed body. 

In this connection it should be noted that there is, 
s0 far, no reason to believe that the Chinese authorities 
consider “SORO* as the only Russian organization which can 
exercise the functions enumerated in Art.15 above referred to. 
4s a matter of fact, they almost invariably refer to the 
"Russian Emigrants Committee" whenever. they wish to get in 
touch with a body more or less representing the. interests of 
the Russien commmity in Shanghai. 2. 
4s regards the assertion. thet ‘sono is a properly elected 
public body, it may be states that the :

Although statistics are not available regarding 
respective total membership of the two riwal organizations 
and of the neutral group, it is more than questionable that 
*SORO* representa the majority of the Russian community in 
Shanghai.e 

In the absence of an authoritative organ which could 
organize proper elections in the Russian community and unless 
some “force majeure" interwenes, an agreement between the 
Russian Emigrants Committee and the "Council of United Russian 
Public Organization" seems to be the only manner in which local 
Russian organizations can be unified and a body representing 
the local Russian community, formed and recognised as such by 
the authorities of the three municipalities. 

Dre Shendrikoff's letter to the Commissioner of Police 
may be considered as an attempt to bring "force majeure” to bear 
pressure in favour of "SORO*,

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MEMORANDUM ON THE “COUNCIL OF UNITED RUSSIAN PUBLIC ORGANIZATIONS 
AT SHANCHAT® (*"SORO"). 


fhe establishing of the Russian emigrants organization 
lmown as the "Council of United Russian Public Organizations at 
Shanghai® ("SORO®) was an outcome of the so-called re-unification 
movement in the local Russian community which was started in 
October 1931 following the death of Mr. Ve F. Grosse, Chairman 
of the “Russi&n Emigrants Committee". 

It willi be recalled that since 192 when the Imperial 
Russian Consulate-General in Shanghai was closed by a decree of 
the Chinese Government, Mr. Grosse, former Russian Consul-General, 
continued to remain in charge of the interests of the local 
Russian community on the post of the Assistant Commissioner of 
the Bureau for Russian Affairs which was established by the 
Chinese Authorities in the premises of the Russian Consulate=- 
General, No. 1 Whangpoo Road. In 1924 following the recognition 
by China of the Government of Soviet Russia the Bureau for Russian | 
Affairs was closed and the building of the former Russian 
Consulate-General was handed over by the Chinese Authorities 
to representatives of the Soviet Governmente 

itr. Grosse then established, in co-op @ation with 
representatives of local Russian organizations, a public body 
under the name of the “Committee for Defense of Rights of Russian 
Enigrants®. In 1926, however, the authority of Mr. Grosse to 
represent the local Russian community was challenged by a group 
of Russian organizations. As a result of this disagreement 
Mr. 3rosse supported by his followers foumed another public 
body under the name of the “Russian Emigrants Committee* which, 
- under his. chairmanship, continued to exercise the functions of 
"the administrative centre of the Russian commntty in Shanghai. 
Tide body has since maintained contest with the Council of ; 
Bussien e- Ambassadors in. ‘Parise |. we = 
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The opposing faction of the Russian community in 
Shanghai was represented by the “Committee for Defense of 
Rights of Russian Emigrants® of which Mr. Ne Ie Ivanoff, former 
consular judge, was the Chairman. In 1929 this body was 
dissolved and its functions handed over to an organization 
entitled the "Russian National Community" of which Captain 
Ne Ye Fomin was elected Chairman. Organizations under this 
name were established in several towns in the Far East by 
supporters of General Horvath whom the late Grand Duke Nicolas 
appointed the Head of Russian Emigrants in the Par Baste 

Both the “Russian Emigrants Committee" and the 
"Russian National Community® were instituted with the object 
ef carrying out similar functions. Although the former body 
undoubtedly predominated, this state of affairs could not be 
considered either satisfactory or normale 

On October 235, 1931, at a meeting of the Russian 
Juridical Society the situation in the Russian commmity in 
connection with the death of Mr. Grosse was discussed and it 
Was unanimously resolved to recommend that the legal representation 
of the Russian Community should rest with a special neutral body 
which will take charge of the work of registration of the Russian 
Community, render Jegal assistance, issue and certify documents, 
certificates of births, deaths etc. This resolution was 
communicated to all existing Russian public organizations in 
Shamghai and published in the local foreign and Russian press. 

On October 26, 1931, a meeting of representatives of 
some 30 Russian organizations, convened at the initiative of 
the “Russian National Community®, was held in the premises of 
the Russian Ex-Officers Ciub, 246 Route Vallion, to discuss the 
question of legal and business representation of the Russian 
Comaunitye. The resolution of the Russian Juridical Society 
was passed aii the “Russian National Commnity® was authorised 
“to enter into negotiations with the "Russian Emigrants Comittes® — 
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headed by ur. Metzler, former Russian Vice-Consul in Shanghai, 
with a view to establishing a new body on the lines indicated 
in the above resolution. As a result of these negotiations 
it was announced at the public meeting of representatives of 
various Russian organizations held on November 12, 1931, that 
@ preliminary agreement had been reached between the two opposing 
factionse A committee was then elected to compile the plan of 
the constitution of the body as well as the order of its elections. 
However, after several meetings of the committee it 
became evident that the representatives of the two rival 
organizations could not agree on certain points and, consequently, 
negotiations were broken off, following which the “Russian 
National Community" decided to carry on the work of unification 
in co-operation with the so-called “third element" - organizations 
and individuals who did not belong to either of the two 
organizations referred to abovee On January 17, 19352, 
representatives of the organizations supporting this scheme 
held a meeting during the course of which it was decided to 
call the new organization “The Council of United Russian Public 
Organizations at Shanghai", and a set of regulations was submitted 
and approvede The following were then elected members of the 
Presidium of the Councils-

It must be said, however, that of these numerous organizations 
comparatively few are engaged in active work among their 
nationalse fhe majority of them can be described as groups 
of persons unified by their connections in the past or common 
interests, and their activity is mostly limited to mutual aid. 
There are also some organizations with high sounding titles 
which exist only on paper and whose membership is barely 
sufficient to fill vacancies @n their “governing boards".

Organizations", the legal adviser of the Council epplied to the 


United Russian Public Organizations at Shanghai" established 
its offices at No.39 Avenue Edvard VII, and thus a new period 
fim the history of public life of the local Russian community was 
opened. 

Paragraph 3 of the "Regulations and Bye-Laws for the 
Council of United Russian Public Organizations at Shanghai" reads 


as followstr=- 
"fhe Council adheres in furtherance of its 
“objects and aims to the laws of the present 
“Republic of China as well as to the 
®administrative and municipal regulations 
“in force in the International Settlement 
“and French Concession of Shanghai", 

In accordance with the above, a petition was submitted 
to the Chinese authorities on June 30, 1932, requesting their 
permission for the establishment and registration of the "Council 
of United Russian Public Organizations at Shanshai",. This petition 
was signed by 54 members of the council and was forwarded through 

the medium of Dr. John C. H, Wu (Adviser to the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and legal adviser of "SORO"Q to the Executive Committee of 
the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters. 

On August 4, 1952, a reply was received from the local 
Kuomintang Headquarters to the effect that permission for the 
registration of the new body had been granted. ; 

Taking into consideration that some of the regulations 
governing the activity of Chinese public organizations are not 
applicable within the territories of the foreign settlements and 


may hinder the activity of the "Council of United Russian Public: 
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same authorities for a special certificate of registratioge In 

@ reply dated October 6, 1932, the Executive Committee of the 
Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters informed the 
petitioners that pending the promulgathon by the Central Committee 
of the Kuomintang of regulations governing the establishment of 
Foreign Residents Associations, no special certificate of 
registration (diploma) can be issuede 

On October 18 and 19 the following official notification 
which was drawn up by Dre Wu and approved "by the authorities 
concerned", was published in the "Chen Pao", ozgan of the Kuomintang, 
the "Min Pao" and the “Shun Pao":- 

®The United Russian Organization in Shanghai 
hereby notifies the public of the followings- 
Since some time recently the abovementioned 
organization has been preparing for its formal 
inauguration. At present, in compliance with 
and by virtue of orders of the Shanghai Special 
District Kuomintang Headquarters, dated Aughst 
4 and October 8, 1932 respectively, granting 
permission for the establishment inauguration), 
@ general meeting will be held at 4 peme. on 
Sunday Nowember 6 at No.39 Avenue Edward VII 
for the purpose of the formal inauguration of 
this organization. The public is hereby 
specially notified". 

Considering that the registration with the Chinese 
authorities has introduced the Council into a new phase of its 
activity, and with a view to facilitating the unification of all 
Russian organizations in Shanghai into this body, the presidium 
of the Council decided to resign from office and to invite all 
organizations,which did not belong to the "SORO® group, to send 
representatives to the meeting on November 6 for the purpose of 
election of a new presidium in accordance with the statute of 
*SORO®. A not&éfication to this effect was published in local 
Russian newspapers on October 20. , 

On November 6, at a meeting attended by 37 of the total 
mumber of 54 members of the"Counesil of United Russian Public 
_#Organizations", the formal inauguration of this body took place, 


whereupon the following persons were elected into. the presidiums- ~

It must be mentioned that out of 19 organizations not 
belonging to "SORO*® only one — a group of Russian emigrants of 
Jewish nationality - sent its representatives to the above 
meeting, the other organizations having declined the invitation 
for various reasonse 

In compliance with Chinese law the minutes of this 
meeting together with the statute of the new organization will 
be submitted to the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Head= 
quarters and to the Bureau of Social Affairs of the Municipality 
of Greater Shanghai to be recorded in the registers of these 
institutionse 

The significance of the registration of "SORO® with 
the Chinese authorities wy explained by Mr.A.M.Kotenev as 
follows:- 

le The registration of public organizations in China, other 
than commercial and charitable, is a prerogative of the 
Supreme Power which at present belongs to the Kuomintang 
and its organse Thus, the permission for registration 
granted to *SORO*, as an act of the Supreme Power of the 
country, is therefore final and conclusive. 
2e By the fact of registration with the Chinese authorities 
' “SORO® has acquired the full rights of a public body with 
officially recognised legal status. The Russian community 
in Shanghai is now represented not by one or several 
individuals, but by an institution - to which aim the 
community*s aspirations have been directed at all times. 
Se The Russian community naghequired an organ with notary- 
functions, Every document issued by the Council in 
conformity with the: Chinese lars and within the Council's. 
competence, has the force of an official document, of 
which the validity ‘and lawfulness ean be’ disputed ies 
“in courts. 
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4e The responsibility of the presidium of the Council and of 
its executive officers for their acts is the same as the 
responsibility of public officers for acts done in their 
official capacitye 

In connection with the registration of "SORO*® with the 
Chinese authorities the activity of this body generally and of 
Mr. AeMeKotenev in particular Jas aroused much comment and adverse 
criticism on the part of the opposing group of the local Russian 
community represented by the Russian Emigrants Committee, which 
may be briefly summarised as followss- 

le The "formally inaugurated" "SORO® is another attempt on the 
part of one and the same group of unprincipled politicians 
to mislead the local Russian community by staging an 
institution of a quasi-public character. Since 1925 when 
this group chalienged the authority of Mre Ve Fe Grosse, 
former Russian Imperial Consul in Shanghai, to represent 
the Russian community, three similar attempts have proved 
complete failuress- "The Committee for the Defence of Rights 
and Interests of Russian Community", "The Russian National 
Community“ and "SORO"® - all these ventures were started off 
with a great display of pomp but all died a natural death 
owing to their uselessness. 

2. After a period of over seven years of activity this group 
has little, if anything at all, to show as regards the real 
work for the benefit of the community. With the exception 
of the military erowp which joined ®sORO* owing to some 
uigunderstand ing, not a single political or public organi- 
sation conducting real works supports this group. On the 
other hand, the negative results of their activity for the 
past seven years are enormouse First - dosingegration of i 
the eommuni ty euevtea out to the limits, and then its 
“unification®: into *SORO*, not the old ®SORO", but enother ey 
one - with a whip of a foreign political party as the ; : 
"unifying clement*. 
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3e At the present moment of the national crisis in China 
the Kuomintang engaged in the solving of their own vital 
problems and subdivided into several factions, has certainly 
very little interest for our affairse It is hoped that a 
amall group of unprincipled politicians posing as the 
*"Council of United Russian Public Organizations" will not 
succeed in misleading the Kuomintang into interfering with 
our small, but so important for us, domestic affairsBe 
Kotenev's political manipulations will then come to naught. 

4 Russian community in Shanghai although divided into various 
organizations hes always been loyal towards the Chinese 
authoritiese Rugfan organizations here followed the old 
traditions of Russian public bodies. Above them is the 
Chinese jurisdiction and municipal regulations and bye= 
lawse Quite of a sudden Kotenev - a small municipal 
employee and an insignificant person in the past, started 
@ political game on a “big scale" and endeavours to 
complicate the situation for the Russian community as 
well as for the Chinese authorities by his attempt to 
wield power over the Russian community at the hands of 
the Kuomintang - a game fraught with very serious and 
dangerous consequences for those who will allow themselves 
to be misled by the selfish policy of Mr. Kotenev and Coe 
What if the left, pro-communist wing of the Kuomintang will 
come to power? 
Polliowing somebody*s instructions, a group of irresponsible 
persons endeavour to lead ths Russian community somewhere 
without first asking their consente®* 

On April 30, 1952, Mr. A.M.Kotenev tendered his 
resignation as chairman of the “Council of United Russian Public 
Organizations" because of his duties in the Shanghai Mumicipal 
Council. DreS.N.Shenirikoff, wice-chairman, was authorised to 
act in his place pending an election to be held@ in the near future. 


a® 


On June 1, 1933, Dre Shendrikoff forvarded to the 
Commissioner of Pplice a copy of the Regulations and Bye-Laws 
of "“SORO" accompanied by a letter in which it was pointed out 
that "SORO" is the only one legally instituted Russian public 
body at Shanghai entitled to perform acts enumerated in Artels 
of these Regulations. In view of this Dr. Shendrikoff requested 
that instructions be issued by the Commissioner to all subordinate 
departments and officers that in all cases where Russian emigrants 
are required to produce formal identification papers ete. they 
must produce same certified or registered by "SORO"®. 

According to our information similar letters were 
addressed to various authorities and consulates in Shanghaie 

Reference to the Arte 13 of the Regulations in question 
shows that zm Dre Shendrikoff's letter raises the same issue 
which hein thie subject off controversies between "SORO® and the 
“Russian Emigrants Committee", namely - which of the two 
organizations should be recognised as the only body representing 
the Russian community in Shanghaie 

The expression “legally instituted" evidently implies 
the fact that "SORO® is registered with the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Municipality of Greater Shanghai as well as that 
*“SORO"® is a body properly elected by the Russian cormunity in 
Shanghai, while the Russian Emigrants Committee is considered 
by them as a self-appointed bodye 

In this connection it should be noted that there is, 
go far, no reason to believe that the Chinese authorities consider 
®“SORO® as the only Russian organization which can exercise the 
functions enumerated in Artel1S above referred toe As a matter 
of fact, they ai\nost invariably refer to the “Russian Emigrants 
Committee* whenever they wish to get in touch with a body more 
or less representing the interests of the Russian community in. 
Shanghai. 
As regards the assertion that “SORO" is a properly elected public 


body, it may be stated that the system according to which various | 
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organizations are represented in "SORO" differs from ordinary 
elections in so far as one and the same individual is allowed 

to elect representatives into this body from several organizations 
at the same timee 

Although statistics are not available regarding 
respective total membership of the two rival organizations 
and of the neutral group, it is more than questionable that 
"SORO* represents the majority of the Russian community in 
Shanghaie 

In the absence of an authoritative organ which could 
organize proper elections in the Russian community and unless 
some “force majeure” intervenes, an agreement between the 
Russian Emigrants Committee and the “Council of United Russian 
Public Organizations" seems to be the only manner in which local 
Russian organizations can be unified and a body representing 
the local Russian community,formed and recognised as such by 
the authorities of the three municipalities. 

Dre Shendrikoff's letter to the Cormissioner of Police 
may be considered as an attempt to bring “force maJeure" to bear 
pressure in favour of “SORO®", 

On June 11, 1933, during the course of a meeting of 
the “Council of United Russian Public Organizations at Shanghai® ;

FOR THE COUNCIL OF THE UNITED RUSSIAN 
PUBLIC ORGANISATION

3. Objects and Aims of the Council. 


1. The Couneil of the United Russian Public Organisation is 
established for the purpose of unification and ¢o-ordination 
of activities of the existing Russian Public Bodies in Shanghai 
and is a body representing legal and business interests of the 
Russians in Shanghai who are not citizens of the Union of 
the Soviet Socialist Republics. 


2. The Council is also established for the purpose of rendering 
assistance to the lawful authorities in the maintenance of 
peace, order and good government in the territory of Shanghai, 
when called upon for such assistance. 


II. Means of Realisation of Objects and Aims of the Council. 


3. The Cuncil adheres in furtherance of the above aims and 
objects to the laws of the present Republic of China as well 
as to the administrative and municipal regulations in force 
= the International Settlement and French ‘Concession of 

hanghai. 


4. The Council deliberates and decides, within the limits of 
its competence, ONLY questions of public and business 
nature, PRIVATE AND GENERAL, affecting the Russian 
Emigrants’ Colony at Shanghai, representing it in all phases 
of local public life. 


5. The Council, and its Chairman may enter into communicat- 
ion with Chinese, Foreign and Russian (non-Soviet) public 
institutions and private persons in all cases affecting the 
Couneil and the Russian Colony in Shanghai, when required 
im accordance with these Regulations. 


6. The Council may enter into compacts with Russian 
Organisations existing outside Shanghai and pursuing 
analogous aims. 


LI. Commpesition of the Council. 


%. The Council is composed of the representatives of Russian 
Emigrants’ Public Organisations and Associations now existent 
as well as of those to be formed in the ible pelle ar gar 
scientific, professional, commercial, industrial, social 
business character which shall be represented on the Goussil 
in accordance with the following scheme:— 


(a) Organisations of leas than 35 members, except as here- 
after mentioned, by their Chairman or his depaty. . 


a ae 
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(b) Organisations of from 235 to 100 members by their 
: Chairman and one representative. 


(co) Organisations of more than 100 members by their Chair- 
man and two representatives. 


(ad) Organisations and Unions founded on the nature of their 
members’ former military service by five persons appointed 
by the Chief of the Far Eastern Section of the General 
Russian Military Union. 


Note:- In eases where the ’ Organisations and Unions of 
scientific nature have less than 35 members, those organisa-— 
tions delegate on the Council two representatives. 


8. The Heads of the Russian Orthodox Church and other 
Christian and non-Christian religious congregations are members 
of the Council and each have the right to appoint one repre-— 
sentative to sit on the Council. 


9. The admission to the Council of representatives of newly- 
established organisations and unions, and the eviction from 
the Council of organisations and unions shal! be determined by 
the Council. For these purposes the quorum of the Council 
shall be three-fifths of the total number of its members. In 
the case of admission the question shall be decided by a 
simple majority vote and im the case of eviction by a majority 
of not leas then three-fourths of the members present. 


10. The Council is headed by a Presidium consisting of a 
Chairman, two Vice-Chairmen, 2 Honorary Sceretary and a 
Honorary Treasurer, who shall be elected by the Council from 
amongst its members for the period of ONE YEAR. 


11. The Council may appoint from amongst its members Bub- 
Committees for the purpose of reporting to the Council. Sub- 


sentatives on the Council, who are essential to ensure the 
success of the work of these Sub-Committess. 


IV. Fands ef the Council. 


12. The funds of the Council are formed of members’ fees to 
be paid by the bodies having their Representatives on the 
- Council, and of various sums, voluntary contributions and 
any. cther income. :

V. Competence ef the Council. 


18. The Competence of the Council extends over questions and 
affairs connected with the sims pursued by the Council in 
general and in particular as follows:—

Election of the Presidium of the Council. 


Amendment and completion of the present Regulations, 
which can only be passed at a meeting of the Council 
with a quorum of three-fifths of the total number of its 
members and by a majority of not less than three-quarters 
of all present at the meeting. 


Composition of the Council and questions of its internal 
organisation. 


Determination and Approval of the Council’s scheme of 
operation; consideration snd approval of reporta, estimates, 
financial accounts, ete. 


Registration of all Russians, non-citizens of the U.8.5.R; 
their assistance in obtaining official passports and visas; 
issuing to them of certificates and personal papers 
concerning their family, property pceition, education 
and service; certifying of Russian transletions and signa- 
tures. Statistics of births and deaths. 


Registration of persons capable of serving in the Munti- 
cipal and Public Utility Institutions; registration of 
unemployed and their assistance in obtaining work. 


Questions relating to perticipation of the Bussian Comm- 
unity of Shanghai in the social functionof the Internationa! 
nana need at Shanghai. 


of new societies, associations and unions, 
pag erage olhaads in obtaining registration from the 
proper authorities. 


Questions of mutual relations between various Russian 
Public Bodies and co-ordination and extension of their 
activities in sponsoring cultaral and educational requir- 
ements of the Community, and economic and other forms 
of mutual support. 


Questions connected with the support of the commercial, 
industrial and professional activities of various Russian 
organisations, grovps and individeals of Eussian

nationality. at Shanghai and furnishing them with all 
kinds of informations regarding municipal Uye-laws, 
taxation, building permits, opening of factories, shops, 
and other commercial and industrial enterprises; 
assistance in obtaining various permits under these 
bye-laws. 


11. Determination of questions regarding lease, purchase, 
mortgage and disposal of movable and real property of 
the Council, as well as of questions connected with 
contracts and obligations required for the realisation 
of the aims pursued by the Council. 


VI. Management ef Affairs. 


14. The administration of the Council’s affairs is in the hands 
of an assembly of persons referred to in Section III of these 
Regulations. All questions within the competence of the 
Council are determined by a simple majority of votes of 

’ those present at the Meetings except in cases expsressly 
mentioned in these Regulations. 


15. Resolutions and Reports of Council’s meetings, as well as 
its financial accounts are published for general information 
either in special Council’s bulletins or in Russian periodicals 
in Shanghai. 

16. The quorum of the Council’s meetings is formed by one 
half of the general nomber of members of the Council. 
The Meetings are conducted under the chairmanship of 
the Chairman of the Council or in his absence under the 
chairmanship of one of the Vice-Chairmen. 


1%. The Council holds annual, ordinary and extraordinary 
Meetings. Annual Meeting are called at the end of each year. 
Ordinary Meetings are called at the dates fixed beforehand 
by the Council, but not less than once a month, the Presidium 
approving the agenda. Extraordinary Meetings, in case of 
emergency, are called either by the Chairman of the Council 
at his discretion or by a written notice addressed to him by one 
of the Vice-Chairmen or by a similar notics of one-fifth of 
the total number of the members of the Council. 


18 The Presidium of the Council forms the Executive Body 
of the Council. It executes all decisions of the Council 
aceording to their accurate meaning. 
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19. All papers, documents, decisions, dcelarations issued in 
the name of the Council, as well as agreements, powers of 
attorney and other documents approved by the Council are 
walid only if bearing the signature of the Chairman of the 
Council or in his absence, that of one of the Vice-Chairmen. 


20. All Funds of the Council are to be kept in a Bank on 
acurrent account in the name of the Council, except a sum 
not exceeding Mex. Dollars One Hundred for current expenses 
which is kept by the Treasurer of the Council. Cheques are 


signed by the Chairman and Honorary Treasurer of the 
Council. 


21. The Couneil has its own seal and a permanent office. 


Vil. Audit Coanmmittee. 


22. For auditing of fands and financial accounts of the Council 
an Auditing Committee is to be established. The Council 
elects from amongst the members of Organisations and 
Associations having their representatives on the Council, 
bat not from amongst those on the Council, three members 
and two candidates to serve on this Committee for a period of 
ONE YEAR. The Audit Committee is presided over by a 
Chairman elected by the Committee from amongst its members. 
Fands and accounts are audited monthly and reports and 
findings of the Committee are submitted to the Council.

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THE COSSACK UNION AND LR.-A-MeKOTHNEV. 


The following article appears in the "Shanghai 

Zaria® on August 17, 1932.:- 

The extended meeting of the management of the 

Cossack Home at 311 Route Valilon, having been informed in 

detail of the actions of Mr. Kotenev and his assistants 

regarding the organization of the Mixed-Cossack-Village, 

(stanitze) consisting of the indigent Cossack (see notifica- 

tion in the *Horth China Daily News" dated July 16) 

RESOLVEDs- that Kotenev's actions, which are directed to 

produce a clevage in the Cossack family be recognized as 

prejudical to the Cossack's interests and as deserving 
particular Cossack censure. These actions, according to 
their character and nature, it is to be deeply regretted, 
are identical to the activities of the Bolsheviks in 

Russia. Such similarity of actions is defined according 

to the following datas- 

1. Kendacity and public deception are the substance of the 7 
Soviet power. Mendacity and public deception form the 
foundations of the amkstence of the "Mixed-Cossacke 
Village* of indigent Cossack children, which is clearly 
proved by the following factss- 

a) in accordance with the intimation made by Mr. Kotenev 
in the *Sorth China Daily News" dated July 16 the “tnitdd 
Cossack Society® with the Shanghai Branch established at 
the meeting of the Transbaikal Cossacks on July 26, 

when “Ataman® Kotenev was elected; in accordance with 
the intimation made by Mr. Fedoroff, assistant and 
secretary to Mr. Kotenev, in the same newspaper dated 
_ July 26, this Society was formed on July 26 at the 
general assembly of the amur, Ussuri and TransBaikal 
Cossacks. , .

The persentage relatively of men, women and children are 
absurdly greate all the more so as 40% of the Cossacks 
are single men or left their families during the civil 
war in their Cossack territory: according to the latest 
official data of the hMixed-Cossack-Village, 266 women and 
children (see Mr. Kotenev's letter in the "Shanghai 
Zaria® dated July 23) belong to 53 Cossacks (it must be 
admitted that there are single men amongst them) and the 
letter of his assistant in the "“Sorth China Daily News" 
dated July 263 in hr. Feodorsffs' intimation of July 26 
there is notice to the effect that the members of the 
newly formed organization have not tad and do not have 
any connection with the Cossacks Union, in reality it 
was May 29 that "Ataman"® of the Society and his assistant 
Feodoroff submitted a written request through the medium 
of the TransBaika&il Village to accept them int@ the i 
Cossack Union. It is true that the TransBaikal Village 
refused their swequest on August 2 for reasons shown in 

the Protocel 3 

c) In the English newspapers, the new Gossack organization 
was called the "United Cossack Society" whereas in the 
Russian newspapers it was called the "Kixed-Cossack- 
Village® 

da) Mr. Kotenev, in his letter published in the "Shanghai 
Zaria" dated July 23, stated that the lists of the Village 
(stanitze) ®would be officially communicated to the 

Cossack Union® - no such communication was made; in 
accordance with the statement of his assistant Er. Feodoroff 
in the English newspaper dated July 26, the lists of the 
“United Cossack Society” may be seen at any time by the 
public and in reality, at @ personal interviews of the 
representatives of the Cossacks Union with Mr. Kotenev 

on August 3 and 5, it was elucidated that no such prepared 


lists of the newly formed organization exists 


e) Mir. Kotenev stated in the Russian newspapers that he 
never applied to anybody for assistance,whereas in 
*the "North China Daily News* of Jyly 16, he opened 
an appeal for subscriptions and gave his own address. 
The above mentioned facts are perfectly sufficient 
to give the mowing lie to Lr. Kotenev and his assistants 
and to show their public mendacity. 

2. The splitting up of the prpulation into social classes 
and instigating these classes ~ one against another- 

is the abasia and preferred method of the Bolsheviks - 

the same, method, unfortunately, is being pursued by 

kr. Kotenev here in Shanghai with the @ossack residents, 

extracting from amongst them the class distinction- 

Sthe poorest® particularly, with the low moral level type 

and, playing on these base instincts, he is instigating 

them (the poor) against their brother cossacks who are 
living under better conditions than they are - Such 
are the actions of Mr. Kotenev and by which he is 
calculating to serve a blow at the Cossack brotherhood 
and their traditions.
